The promised debate in the legislature on the question as to 
whether or not the federal government should be urged to consider 


extending a cash grant to every soldier 


in lieu of land or other 


schemes, did not materialize Friday owing to the withdrawal of the 
motion by J. S. McCallum, of Vegreville, who first proposed the 


resolution. 


However, Mr. McCallum did not withdraw his firm opinion that 
the proposal to give a cash grant to soldiers on an eqnal footing for | 


equal services, was sound in principle, and he reserved the right to! 


bring the matter up again during the present session if he so desired. 
There was no opposition to the motion being withdrawn on the terms 


asked for by Mr. McCallum. 


The act respecting arrears of taxes 
was given a second reading after bein 
briefly explained by Hon. A. G. Mac- 
Kay. Another second reading agreed 
to after the house was on the verge of 
a division was that of the federal gov- 
ernment bill which aims at the aboli- 
tion of private employment agencies. 
It was felt by many members on both 
sides of the house evidently that such 
a measure should not be endorsed, 
although the assurance of the premier 
had been given that the act would not 
be enforced by the provincial govern- 
ment until such time as it was estab- 
Nshed that the government unemploy- 
ment bureaus were adequate for the 
labor made. 

Progress was reported on the new 
municipal hospitals act which was 
considered in the committee of the 
whole. There was no objection to the 
principle of operation, but certain 
details of municipal responsibility were 
discussed from practically every angle. 


Bonus to Soldiers 

The statement of Mr. McCallum to 
the house respecting his motion on 
soldier grants was as follows: 

“With reference to the resolution 
which stands on the order paper in 
my name, I may say that it was not 
introduced with any desire to em- 
barass the Federal government or to 
provoke an undesirable debate upon 
the matter of such nattonal import- 
ance. My sole object was to suggest 
& plen that would provide equal op- 
portunits.to all soldiers to become re- 
established in civilian Hfe-—a plan that 
would not result in forcing any man 
into an occupation for which he might 
not be suited and that would permit 
the widest and freest choice of occu- 
— with equal treatment for every 
soldier. 

“It was my hope that the resolution 
might have commended iseif to the 
unanimous judgment of the house. It 
appears, however, that strong opposi- 
tion will be offered by certain mem- 
bers if it is pressed at the present 
time, and as I do not believe it advis- 
able to permit the house to be divided 
on this issue, at least, until the fullest 
possible information is available, I 
have decided, while still believing the 
principle of my motion to be abso- 
lutely sound, to withdraw it for the 
present, with the distinct understand- 
ing that later in the session I may

Ewing Protests 


A. F. Ewing protested against the 
bil, claiming that the act was unfair 
in its intention to put private business 
out of the field. While it might be 
true that the provincial government 
would not, as the premier assured, put 
the act into force until such time as 
the government employment bureaus 
were considered wholly adequate for 
all conditions, Mr. Ewing preferred 
having the bill considered on its mer- 
its by the house when such a time had 
arrived.

Refugees Tell of Appalling 
State of Matters in Russia 
Under Soviet Government 


Many Children Die From Starvation—1 
in Moscow Daily—Food Prices Ex 


$2.00 per Pound—Country Is 
factured Articles 


WASHINGTON, Feb. &.—AdM@ttonal 
Neht on the situation in the portions 
of Russia under Bolsheviki control ts 
given by a summary of reports secured 
recently from a number of refugees 
who passed through Helsingfors on 
their way from Moscow to Stockholm. 
The summary was made public to- 
night by the state department because 
of the various conflicting accounts of 
conditions which have been received 
recently. 

“The party at Helstorfors,” «nid the 
statement, “was composed of French, 
British, Belgian and Italian citizens, 
The 
reports all agree as to the excesaive 
cost of all necessaries and the scarcity 
of food. Dog meat is quoted at four 
roubles ($2) a pound, horse meat at 
15 roubles a pound, pork at 69 roubles 
and bread at 15 roubles. The coun- 
try is practically stripped of all manu- 
factured articles, especially wearing 
apparel, and all grain and supplies are 
requisitioned by the Soviet govern- 
ment from peasants who receive noth- 
ing in return. 


000 Cases of Typhus Occur 
cessive—Dog Meat Sold at 


Practically Stripped of All Manu- 


“Typhur is reported to be epreading, 
1,000 new cases being reported at 
Moscow weekly and the hospitals um 
able to take care of them. Lack of 
milk has resulted in many deaths of 
children from starvation. 

“The food situation in Russia is ex< 
tremely poor and food is distributed 
In three categories, a full portion to 
those doing heavy work, a half por 
tion to employees of the Soviet soverm- 
mem and private houses and general 
office work and one-fourth portion to 
people not engaged in any occupation. 
The portiona depend upon the supe 
plies at hand, a full portion generally 
being one pound of bread daily. Sok 
diers get an army portion of two 
pounds of bread, half a pound of meat 
dafly and an additional monthly aa- 
lowance of two and one-half pounds of 
sugar, and one and one-half pounds 
of fats.

AT END OF WEEK 


Men Likely to Be Sent Direct to 
Regina for Their Demo- 
bilization 


Word has been received from Ot- 
tawa that the Royal North Weat 
Mounted police are sailing for Canada 
on Saturday.

Mr. Lussier told of

lepy. He had entered on the work of 
prepating “wild iand” notices, later 
being assigned a district north of Lac 


Gainsford district, but was recalled, 
he said, on the instruction of Mr. 
Gartepy, and sent té the St. Paul de 
Metis and the Lac la Biche districts, 
This was prior to the elections in 
June, 1917, and Mr. Lussier claims 
he was engaged in election campaign- 
ing on behalf of Mr, Gariepy, under 
the direct guidance of the private sec- 
retary of Mr. Gariepy. hile in the 
couatry between Doucet and Pla- 
mondvyille, Mr. Lussier stated he met 
with other employees of the municipal 
department, Messrs. Whiston, Chap- 
man, Dechene and Boychuk, and he 
understood they were ull assisting in 
the election campaign. Mr. Lussier 
further stated that he had, prior to 
this occasion, visited the Plamond- 
ville district under instructions from 
Mr. Gariepy to placate two factions of 
the residents, some of whom wer 
“angry” with the then minister o 
municipal affairs, 

Mr. Lussier under a rather insist- 
ent interrogation from Mr. Ewing, 
stated most emphatically that there 
wag not a drop of liquor used in the 
campaign to his knowledge. Furth- 
ermore, he admitted that upon his re- 
turn to Edmonton after the election 
hia expense accounts for the trip were 
turned down flatly by John errie, 
deputy minister of municipal affairs. 
Mr. Perrie told Mr. Lussier that the 
department would not pay for the ex- 
penses incurred in elec'ion work and 
that settlement would have to be made 
by Mr, Gariepy personally. Mr. Lus- 
sier swore that he had never been paid 
| for the expenses, although his salary 
from the department had not been 
stopped. After the election he went 
on with his work cf wild land assess- 
ment. He made a rather sensational 
statement when he alleged that his 
first month's salary cheque had been 


retained by Mr. Gariepy’s secretary, 
who said, “The first month's pay goes 
{to the minister.” 


Lussier claimed he was retired 
from the department by Mr. Gariepy 
in the spring of 1918, after he had 
made a trip to the south country und- 
er instructions from Mr. Gariepy to 
coach a new wild land assessor in his 
work, The opposition attempted to 
show that this trip was made when 
Mr. Lussier was wanted to give evid- 
ence before the public accounts com- 
mittee of the legislature at the* last 
session, but Mr. Lussier had no knowl- 
edge of the circumstances, 

A cross-examination by Hon. A. G, 
MacKay had to be postponed until the 
next meeting of the committee, prob- 
ably Monday.

In the Legislature 


In introducing a bill on Friday 
to help the voluntary payment of 
arrears of taxes, Hon. A. G, Mac- 
Kay called attention to the signifi- 
eant fact that in the cities and 
larger towns of the Province the 
amount of taxes unpaid had been 
increasing yearly for some years. 
This indicated that there were 1n 
the cities and towns a large num- 
ber of taxpayers who were trying 
but failing to meet their obliga- 
tions, and who year by year were 
in larger numbers falling into de 
fault. It was to assist such people 
that the measure was devised. The 
scheme provides that the begin- 
ning of the present year shall be 
made the point of departure of a 
new policy. Taxes owing at that 
date, together with interest due 
upon them, shall be considered in 
the nature of a principal obliga- 
tion, for the payment of which the 
defaulter may enter into an agree- 
ment with the municipal corpora- 
tion. Under this agreement he 
will be required to pay during the 
present year and next year his 
current taxes and the interest on 
the arrears, For the succeeding 
eight years he will be required to 
pay, besides the current taxes, 
one-eighth of the arrears. The 
final payments under these agree- 
ments will thus fall due in ten 
years, making it possible for the 
civil corporation to issue ten-year 
bonds against the agreements. 
Rural municipalities, though not 
so seriously affected by the tax | 
arrears problem as the cities and 
towns, are free to make use of the 
measure if their councils see fit 
to do so, 

Whether the Calgary gas com- 
pany is operating under the agree- 
ment ratified by the ratepayers, 
or under a bogus agreement rati- 
fied by the Legislature, is to be 
investigated by a Royal Commis- 
sion of one or more judges, the 
House agreeing unanimously to 
the proposal.

It is provided that a branch of | 


the publie service shall be con- 
stituted to be known as the Al- 
berta Government Employment 
Bureau, the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council being empowered to 


appoint a director and such other | 
employees as may be deemed ad- | 


visable. The Province is to be 


divided into employment districts, | 
and employment offices establish- | 


ed at such points as are deemed 
necessary, and for the better work- 
ing of the scheme an advisory 
committee may be creaied repre- 
senting employees and employers. 

The duties of the bureau are 
defined as follows: 

1. To establish a clearing honse 
or clearing houses to provide 


facilities for finding employment | 


and for the distribution of male 
or female labor throughout and 
without the Province. 

2. To co-operate. with the Do- 
minion authorities for the inter- 
provincial distribution of labor, 
and to enter into any arrangement 


with them for the purpose of | 


carying out any terms of the Do- 
minion law in relation thereto. 
8. To put employers who want 
working people and _ working 
people who want employment 
within Alberta in communication 
with each other free of charge. 
4. To collect such statistics and 
other information 
trades and industries in the Pro- 


vinces as may be deemed neces- | 
sary or expedient from time to’ 


time. 


5. To inquire and report as to| 


the establishment of new industries 
in Alberta in any case where by 
reason of the production of raw 
material for such industries in the 
Province or of the immigration of 
persons skilled in such industries, 
or for other reasons, it appears 
that such industries can be profit- 
ably carried on. 

By another bill, also introduced 
in furtherance of the general 
scheme originated by the Domin- 
ion authorities, power is taken by 
the Provincial Government to pro- 
hibit the carrying on in the Pro- 
vince of employment agencies by 
private parties for the purpose of 
profit. The latter act, the Premier

The longer this continues, without | 
peace terms actually having been | 
| dictated and been accepted, the | 
less favorable becomes the position | 
of the Allies should it be found ne- | 
cessary to enforce these terms by | 
| military operations. 

Germany may be weaker now| 
‘in a military sense than when the | 
armistice was signed; but the Ger- 
|man people have now a basis of | 
| union that they had not before the | 
! eonelusion of the truce. With the 
signing of the armistice it became 
the unexpressed objective of the! 
whole German people to avoid! 
having to pay the costs of the war. 
At the same time the signing of 
the armistice destroyed the great 
bond of union that had held the} 
Allied peoples together and made 
| them formidable on the battlefield | 
—namely, the common fear of be- 

ing erushed. 

The prolonged delay that has 
followed the signing of the armis- | 
| tice, while on the one hand it has} 
been utilized to disband the Allied 


weakening of war spirit among the 
Allied peoples, on the other hand 
has given the people of Germany | 
time to take note of their situa- 
tion and to realize that their in- 
terest is to stand together in re- 
sistance to any imposition of heavy | 
war indemnities. Necessarily that | 
delay has been of more advantage | 
|to the enemy than it has been to/| 
| the Allies. | 
|; _ For the decision of the Peace 
| Conference to ‘‘speed up’’ we are 
}evidently indebted to Marshal | 
Foch. As chairman of the Supreme | 
War Council Marshal Foch, if ap- 
pears, prepared a military treaty | 
which he proposed to substitute | 
for the armistice, and which treaty | 
contained clauses which would ne- 
cesarily form the basis and deter- 
mine the character of the perman- 
ent peace treaty. This military 
| treaty was to come before the 
| Peace Conference for discussion 
| this week. The conference there- 
| fore was faced with the alternative 
| of allowing Marshal Foch to diec- 
tate terms of peace to Germany or 
of taking the responsibilty of for- 
| mally vetoing his demands, Con- 
fronted with that choice the Peace 
| Conference decided to hold the! 
| military treaty in abeyance and | 
get busy at once with the prepar- 
ation of the permanent peace 
treaty. 
If this means that the Peace 
Conference thinks Marshal Foch 
is unduly severe in the demands 
he wishes to impose upon Ger- 
| many, it is the proposals of the 
| Peace Conference, and not the 
proposals of Marshal Foch, that 
| will have to be defended and justi- 
fied before the Allied peoples, In 
any event, the Marshal has attain- 
ed the one important object of 
forcing the Peaee Conference to | 
| suspend debates on schemes of 
world government and get down to 
the practical business of telling 
Germany what it has to do to be 
saved from a worse fate.

Paris, Feb. 28.—-Dr. Crespi, Itallanr 
‘minister of food and transportation, 
| has presented to the reparations com- 
mittee of the peace conference 4 
statement showing Italy's losses, al- 
though she entered the war 10 months 
after the beginning of the war, whicb 
reads as follows: Killed, 462,391; 
wounded, 953,886; half of whom are 
permanently disabled. 

Naval losses show 3,139 killed and 
5,252 wounded. The total number of 
men incapacitated during the war is 
|} shown to be 4 385,487, which includes 
jover two million sick. 

The statement concludes by saying 

“These losses amounted to 1.2 per 
cent, of the population of Italy and 
her colonies, equalling the percentages 
of losses for France. 

“The Italian navy lost eight dread- 
noughts, eight submarines and 25

FRENCH DESIRE 
ALLIES TO POOL

Paris, Feb. 28.—After a long dis- 
cussion of the financial position of 
France, as revealed by a compilation 
of her war damages and otherwise, 
the budget committee of the chamber 
of deputies last night reached the con- 
clusion that the urgent question of 
meeting immediate payment could 
best be solved, not by a new issue of 
bank notes, which would only increase 
the cost of livimg but through an in- 
ter-allied loan committee, The bud- 
get committee expressed itself as con- 
vinced that justice to the common 
cause required that the Allies pool the 
expenses of the war. 

With regard to the proposed tax on 
capital the committee expressed Itself 
with reserve. It held moet strongly 
the peace conferenceMRDLUU UPUU 
to the view that the debt owed 
France by the enemy should be for- 
mulated as soon as possible.

Dr. Christopher Addison Pre-| 


sents Bill to Create British 
Ministry of Health 


London, Feb. 28-—(British Wireless) 
In the last four years about 700,000 
of the pick of the British race were 
lost on the battlefield, declared Dr. 
Christopher Addison, president of the 
local government board, in moving in 
the house of commons, Wednesday, 
the second reading of the bill to cre- 
ate a ministry of health.
